THRE LEVEB POSTPONED. 


Kevelry Hushed in the Presence of Gen 
eral Grant’s Safferings. 

Wasuinoton, April 7.—The public reception 
which was to have been held at the white 
houre this evening, was indefinitely postponed 
about three hours before the time at which it 
was to have commenced. All the preparations 
for the affair hed been made, The house had 
been decorated and the music stand for the 
marine band had been erected, but at 6 o’clock 
a dispatch was received from New York an- 
nouncing that General Grant was delirious 
end sinking fast, and the order for the indefi- 
nite postponement was immediately issued. 
The notice ot the postponement was bul- 
letined at the hotels and newspaper ollices, 


but these bulletins reached but asmall num- 


ber of those who had arranged to attend the 
reception, so that a great many persons went 
to the executive mansion only to be turned! 
back from the gates, where policemen were 
stationed to notify callers of the postpouemeaat, 


Conficderate Sympathy for Grant, 

New Orvegans, April 7.—The following reso- 
lutions, offered by William Preston Johnston, 
son of General Albeit Sidney Johnston, at a 
reunion Jast evening of the confederate vete- 
rans ot the Louisiana divisions of the army of 
the Tennessee, were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the association of the Army of 
the Tennessee hears with deep regret of the pain 
snd peril now endured by Generai U. 8. Grant. 
Twenty-three years to-day our soldicrs met him 
on the field of battle, and found him then, as ever, 
a soldier without fear and without malignity. In 
his own suffering and the sorrow of his family, we 
tendcr him and them our heartfelt sympathy, and 
ask forthem the comfort and peace which come 
from Him who js not only the Lord of hosts but 
Faibker of us all. 


GENERAL LEER’S SURRENDER. 


General Grant’s Reception of General Loe 
Described by a Witness, 
Rautimore, April 7.—Colonel’ Charles 
Marshal, chief of General Lee’s staff, speaking 
of the surrender at Appommatox, aud of the 


mecting of Generals Grant and Lee, says: 
When shown into the room, General Grant ad 
yanced and shook hands with General Lee. The 
jeceral commander was in undress uniform, and 
withont side arms, while General Lee was in full 
uniform. General Grant, by way of apology to 
General Lee for coming without bis arms said that 
his sword was with his baggage, and because of 
Cesire to reach the place for the conference he had 
bestenced on in undress uniform. This was the 
only eliusion to the sword that was made at the 
interview. After the terms of. surrender were 
settled, General Grant explained that he was 
advised that General Lee’s forces had a number of 
federal prisoners, who. Iike their captors, were out 
of rations; General Sheridan remarked that he 
could supply . 25,000 rations. General Grant 
tlen Instructed him to send 25,600 
to General Lee’s commissary. After the interview 
Gereral Lee asked for General Williams, and 
thanked that officer for the kindvess shown to his 
son, General Custis Lee, who had been captured 
eeveral days before.

Wasninoton, April7.—Secretary Manning 
recently called upon the second auditor for 
information respecting the condition of the 
work of the jatter bureau, and for any sugges- 
tions which the auditor might see fit to make 
touching the necessities of the bureau. Judge 
Ferris, in reply, said that soon after the war 
the number of clerks in the second auditor’s 
office was nearly five hundred, but in 1830 the 
number had been cut down-toone hundred 
and thirty-five, since which gime the work 
has been accumulating‘; until now 
there were over 450,000 unset- 
tled claims. Although the number 
of clerks had now been increased to 185, the 
claims could not be disposed of as fast as they 
come in. Two bills passed recently by con- 
gress, one removing the cherge of desertion 
erd tbe others giving pay to officers from the 
date of their commission to the time they were 
mustered out, will bring fully 100,000 claims 
upon the office. Three recent decisions of the 
supreme court have increased the number of 
clairns enormously. The average number of 
cisims adjusted daily with the present force is 
one hundred.

THE BALLOTS CAST. 


ELECTIONSIN MICHIGAN AND OHIO 
YESTERDAY. 


The Democrats and Greenback srs Carry Michigan 
by Probably Forty Thousand Maj ority—The 
Republicans Elect Their Ticket in Cin- 
cinnati—-The Result Bisewhere. 


Detroit, Mich., April 7.—There was a light 
vote at the election yesterday. The only state 
officers voted for were justices of the supreme 
court and regenta of-the university. In De- 
troit, Morse, democrat, for justice, had a 
majority of over five thousand over Cooley, 
republican and prohibitionist. One hundred 
and eighty-four precincts outside of Detroit 
gave a democratic majority of 4,207. The 
Same precincts last fall gave a republican 
majority of 2,225. The democrats claim 10,000 
majority in the state. 

More complete returns from the election in 
this state yesterday for justice and regents of 
the university, indicate a decided majority for 
Morse, democrat, for justice, and the election 


of the entire democratic ticket. The Post, re- 
publican, this morning acknowledges the de- 
feat of the republican ticket, and the Free 
Prese,cemocratic,claims a majority forthe head 
of the democratic ticket of not less than 
20,000. In this city the democratic majority 
is 5,468, and the democrats carry the munici- 
pal election as well, with pluralities ranging 
jrom 1,100 to 3,721. Judge Chipman,democrat, 
rencinizated for judge of superior court, had 
Lo oppenent. 

Wasnireton, April 7.—The following tele- 
gram was received this afternoon by the com- 
missioner of patents, Hon. M. V. Montgomery, 
from Lansing, Michigan: 

**‘Morse’s, democrat, fusion majority is now 
twenty five thousand, aud may reach forty 
thourand.”’ 

This was signed by Don M. Dickerson. 
Dickerson is the Michigan member of the na- 
tional democratic committee. 

THE OHIO ELECTIONS. 

Cixcinnati, April 7.—In the municipal 
élections yesterday the democrais elected 
their whole ticket at Chillicothe, Tiffin and 
Marion, except one councilman; Circleville, 
except assessor; Corning, Logan, Defiance, 
Crestline, Dennison, Mansfield, excapt mayor 
and two other officers; Dayton except two 
officers; Hamilton, except one councilman. 

The republicans elected their whole ticket 
in Springfield, Warsctton, except twa officers; 
Fostoria, Steubenville, Portsmouth, Canton, 
Irwinton, Zanesville, except city engineer; 
Loudon, Coshocton and Youngstown. 

In Cincinnati the returns from all but 
five precincts show that Amory J. Smith, Jr., 
republican, has been elected mayor by 4,000 
majority. The remainder of the republican 
ticket is elected with smaller majorities, ex- 
cept Caldwell, for police judge, who is defeat- 
ed by Fitzgerald, democrat, and possibly the 
candidate for justiceof the peste. : 

CINCINNATI, April 7.—Complete returns ol yes- 
terday’s election give Smith, republican, a major 
ity of 3,893 for mayor, 

J, M. Fitzgerald is elected police judge by1,285 
majority, and Vincent Schwab is elected magis- 
trate by 1,425 majority. 

They were the only successful democratic can- 
didates, 

A CLOSE RUN IN CHICAGO, 

CurcaGo, April 7.—The municipal election 
passed cfi very quietly, few disturbances hay- 
ing been reported thusfar. The voting was 
rather light early, but toward noon there were 
evidences of a large vote being polled. The 
banks, board of trade and all leading whole- 
ea'e’ houses closed, so that it was in a measure 
aheliday. Both sides appear to be confident 
of victory, and from reports received at both 
republican anddemocratic headquarters, a 
close vote seems very probable.

The indications seem that 
the democratic majority of about 500 of last 
November will be increased to about 2,000.

THE PRINCE'S VISIT: 


WALES AND HIS WIFE ON IRISH 
SOIL. | 


The Bunting in Dublin Oriticised by the Irish 
Leaguers—The New French Ministry—Russiaa 
Freperations for War—The Latest from 
the Soudan—Other Foreign News. 


Loxpon, April 7.—The prince of Wales left 
here this evening en route to Ireland. 

At a meeting of the national league to-day, 
in Dublin, Messrs. Healy and O’Brien, mem: 
bers of parliament, and other prominent na- 
tionalists, denounced royalist flunkeyism as 
shown by the extensive preparations made in 


Dublin and other cities and towns In Ireland 
to welcome the prince and princess of Wales. 
In speaking of the profuse decorations which 
adorn the principal streets in Dublin, the sug- 
gestion was made that Dublin corporation 
a close the roads along the proposed royal 
route. 

Mr. Healy, who presided at the meeting of 
the nationalists, said that the prince of Wales 
was coming, ostensibly to see the condition of 
the country. It would be better if he visited 
the huts of the evicted families whom 
the league was supporting, instead 
of picnicking at the landlords’ 
houres. He (Healy) regretted that a gentle- 
man destined to be the king of Ireland (great 
cheers and shouts of never} should be so igne- 
raut of public feeling in Ireland as to visit 
Dublin castle, and thereby cause Irishmen to 
attribute to him ea desire to prop up Earl Spen- 
cer’s filthy scepter, and to whitewash Dublin 
castle, and to connect him (the prince) with 
the murder of Joyce and Haynes. Healy con- 
cluded by assuring the prince that, while 
wishing him a pleasant voyage and plenty of 
amusement, his visit would leave no political 
etects whatever.

THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 


Mi, Brisson Takes Charge of Affairs in 
France, 

Paxnis,April 7--The chamber of deputies this 
afternoon voted the sumof 50,000,000 frances 
asked for by Henri Brisson, to carry out the 
government’s Chinese policy. 

M. Brisson, the new president of the coan- 
cil of ministers read before the chamber of 
deputies this afternoon a formal statement of 
the policy agreed upon by the new munistry.In 
regard to China, the statement declared that 
France weuld demand from China complete 
respect for all French rights resulting from 
the treaties made by France 
with Annam and China, concerning Tonquin, 
and which China had recognized a3 valid by 
the Fournier convention of 1884. France 
would be happy ifamicable negotiations suf- 
ficed to attain this respect for French rights, 
but the end would be attained by arms if nec- 
eesaty. The government, however, was re- 
solved to not modify the character of the 
French expedition in Tonquin, without the 
approval of the chambers. Concerning Buro- 
peun affairs the declaration stated 
that the French government would, by an 
attentive and circumspect policy, séek to 
guarentee France’s portion as one of the first 
powers in all questions occupying European 
attention. The domestic policy ot the new 
government, M. Brisson said, would be to 
maintain principles of union, concord and 
concentration of republican forces. “Thus 
animated,’ the declaration went ou, ‘‘wa shall 
discuss the budget and other urgent ineasures. 
Very soon it will be for the country 
to speak,’ Referring the 
fail gevcral elections, ‘‘We shall aake 1t a 
point of honor to eecure a free, lo’ and sin- 
cere clection. As abroad we sha’ be solely 
mindful of the honor of the Frene flag, so at 
home our Only wish shall be to se: ve national! 
eovereignty.”’ M. Brisson conuciuded the state- 
ment by asking the chambers to vote the gov- 
ernment the remainder of the sum amounting 
to thirty million dollars, of the credit asked 
for on account of the operations in Tonquin. 
The speech of Brisson was much applauded by 
the deputies. 

The committee of the chamber, which had 
been appointed to examine the items of the 
Tonquin credit, $40,000,000, as asked for by 
Ferry, the day of his downfall, followed Bris- 
son by recommending that the chamber vote 
the remaining thirty million, ten million hav- 
ing been already voted, asa. mark of confi- 
dence in the new cabinet, 

M. Perrin moved that the French evacuate 
Tonquin. 

M. Brisson denounced Perrin’s motion, as an 
expression of. feeling which was repugnant to 
the chamber as well as to the feelings of the 
country. The new government, he said, was 
anxious for peace, but it would do nothing 
contrary to the dignity and honor of France, 
such as the proposed evacuation of Tonquia at 
the present time would-be. This declaration 
was greeted with, cheers. 

The chamber granted the additional crodit 
f $30,000,000 by a vote 365 to 92, 

The Russian Overtures Rejected, 

Loxpoyr, April 7.—Earl*Granville has for- 
warded a dispatch to Sir Edward Taorntog, 
British ambassador at St. Petersburg, refusing 
to accede to the request of M.de Giers, Rus- 
sian foreign minister, toextend the line ofthe 
debatable zone on the disputed Russo-Afgaan 
frontier, to Parakamisus mountaios.

Inside the orchard some horses snorted 
and reared up in the fence cerner, aud a negro 
boy ley on his back paralyzed with terror as 
the balloon went surging up and down, rip- 
ping the grappling iron trom one peach tree 
to another. The poultry were all in comno- 
tion, and the mutron of the domicile stood at 
the door wringing her hands in aaguish. The 
climax of excitement was reached, however, 
when the farmer himself rushed out, gun in 
hand, ready to shoot the ‘(darned thing.” It 
was now the aeronaut’s turn to experience 
some terror, for there could be no doubt the 
old man would let fly with his biuaderbuss 
the minute he saw it, though foriunately he 
turned first to look for the phenomenon in the 
wrong direction. This gave Mr. Wise a mo- 
ment in which to cut the grappling rope and 
make off, and as the balloon rose aad the old 
fellow caught sight of it he was heard to ex- 
claim, in a satisfied tone, and standing in a 
half-stooping position: “There, there it goes!” 
‘‘And,’”’ says the traveler, “I did go, too, 
though the country for two or three miles 
round was alive to the descent of the balloon, 
with footmen and horsemen wending their 
way toward it.”
